


As a fitting introduction to this new publication nothing 
could be more suitable then to quote from Weldon Heald's article on 
the subject, which appeared in the Oct. '60 Southern Sicrran. 


"Southern Californians are lucky. Los Angeles and Vienna are 
tho only two cities of over a million population in the entire world 
that have great mountain ranges at their doorsteps. High above the 
crowded, smorgy valleys, from Santa Barbera to San Diego, are running 
streams, green meadows, little tarns and forests where tho sun-filtcread 
pence is brolcen only by tho sighing of the pines. Maybe they sroentt 
the hirhest mountnins in the vorld, the grandest, or the most benuti- 
ful - but they provide a mighty satisfying escape hatch from tho 
tensions of maiern living. 

For many years in my spare time I headed for these high 
places. Although more interested in exploring Southern California's 
exhilirating rooftops then in peakbegcing, I found in 1946 that I had 
stood upon 100 surmits over 5,000 ft. altitude betwoon Tehachapi Pass 
and tho Mexican border. The experience in doing so hnd been so grat= 
ifying that I suggested to a few follow Sicrrans that vo start a 
"Hundrod Peaks Came." The rules wore simple - roach tho top of 100 
Southern California mountains, 5,000' or over, on foot, horseback, car, 
helicopter or levitation. They liked the idea, and for mmethirg to 
aim at we prepara a list of o11 188 nancd pealts in tho Santa Barbara, 
Son Cabricl, Son Bernardino, San Jacinto, San Dicgo end other snmallor 
Southorn Califommia rancos. Anong theso we wore surprisod that 13 
topped 10,000 ft. clovation. 

The Hundred Poaks garo caucht on innediatoly, and since thn 
an increasing nunber of snthusiastic Sicrra Club moribers have beon 
ferreting out remote ronds, trails, cmyons, and firebreoks to roach 
seldom-visited nountains to add to their collection. A11 Hundred 
Poalors keep records and campare notes, snd attaining the contuy 
sarmit 41s on occasion for congratulation «nd celobration. It also 
moms that tho distinctive bluc-and-white cnanel Hundred Peaks ornblor 
may be proudly displayed on hot or shirt. 

Tho "Gane" was a popular Sierra Club activity with no offi- 
cial status until 1955, whon it becanc « full-fledged section of the 
Angeles Chapter. Thon, bylaws wero adopted, chairman and other offi-e 
cors clected, and a definite purpose stated. This reads: "to on- 
courage the clinbing of peaks throurhout Southern California; to pro- 
serve records, history and other information of these peaks; and to 
pring together those having this rutuel interost. Peaks mall bo over 
5,000', south of the Tehachapi Pass and wost of tho desort basins." A 
rovised list of 212 naned mountains was compiled nd nenbership oponed 
to all Sicrrans who reach the top of any 25 of thon. 

But whatever th: Tundrod Poaks Section ney do in the future, 
there isn't a doubt that it has already greatly stimulated appre- 
ciation of Southern California's natural heritage. Up in the quict, 
unspoiled sky-country, its renbers’sccn to have found an antidote to 
the fast-paced valleys below.
